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Diefenbaker's Opportunity 


T SEEMS ALTOGEPHER PROB- 
able that Mr. John Diefenbaker 
will be the next leader of the Pro- 
gressive Conservative Party. This 
able_parliamentarian, veteran of the 
first war and solitary Conservative 


member of the House of Commons: 


from Saskatchewan has waited a 
Jong time for his chance and now 
it has come. But the prospects fac- 
ing Mr. Diefenbaker, or any other 
successor to Mr. Drew, are daunting 

Only when Mr. Drew has retired, 
his health sacrificed to his public 
duty, is his achievement of the last 
year or two fully appreciated. Be- 
ginning in the spring of 1955, when 
the St. Laurent Government stum- 
bled into the fiasco of the Defence 
Production Act, Mr. Drew slowly 
established himself as the first for- 
midable Conservative since Lord 
Bennett. At the last parliamentary 
session the Opposition was cutting 
ice for the first time since the war. 
It was obvious, however, that all the 
impetus of the undoubted “Conserva- 
tive revival came from one man and 
that man was exhausted by his 
labors. 

It will be difficult for any other 
man to fill Mr. Drew’s place even if 
he is given the chance of a long 
apprenticeshfp. There can be no 
such apprenticeship for Mr. Diefen- 
baker. Though the next election 
probably will not be held until next 
June, the new Conservative leader 
will be deep in the election cam- 
paign at the moment of his nom 
ination. 

As all our political history shows 
it is one thing to become a party 
leader; quite another to become mas 
ter of a party; and still another to 
become master of the nation. 
tomarily our successful leaders 
spend several years at least in leade 
ship before they can hope to strik« 
for office 

Mr. Diefenbaker will have nc 
such chance. However able he may 
prove to be (and no one can measuge 
a statesman before he has reached 
the top) it is quite obvious that the 
enforced retirement of Mr. Drew is 
a cruel and untimely disaster to the 
Conservative Party. Perhaps the 
Government’s re-election was as- 
sured in any case but, lacking some 
high feat of folly, it can hardly fail 
now 


Qus-? 


But much more than the personal 
fortunes of Mr. Diefenbaker and the 
results of one election are involved 
in'the change of Conservative leader- 
ship. The important question for the 
nation is whether the two-party sys- 
tem, long in collapse, can be re-es- 
tablished. Mr. Drew seemed to be 
re-establishing it by erecting at last 
a real opposition and. an alternative 
government. All thoughtfu) Cana- 
dians and every sensible Liberal will 
hope that Mr. Diefenbaker can carry 
on this work, increase the:Conserva- 
tive membership in the next Parlia- 
ment and give our politics an equilib- 
rium lacking for twenty years. 

This will not be easy for Mr. Die- 
fenbaker or any other Conservative 
leader. He can hardly hope to break 
into a solid Liberal Quebec so long | 
as Mr. St. Laurent leads the Gov- 
ernment. He can hope for some 
gains in the Maritimes, especially in 
New Brunswick, a few seats in Mani- 
toba, his own in Saskatchewan, pos- 
sibly one or two in Alberta, and a 
handful in British Columbia. His } 
real fighting ground, therefore, is 
Ontario, the historic citadel of Con- 
servatism. 

As a westerner Mr. Diefenbaker 
is at a personal disadvantage in On- 
tario but if he receives the full sup- 
port of Premier Leslie Frost (as Mr. 
Drew did not) he can reasonably 
hope for substantial gains. Much 
will turn on the attitude of Mr 
Frost, who dominates the provincial 
politics of our largest province and 
who, at the moment, is quarreling 
bitterly with the Federal government 
» taxation matters 

Presumably, if Mr. Frost throws 
tis weight into the scales, the Con- 
servative “Party will. thrive in On- 
tario but if it is to re-establish itself 
as a truly national party it must also 
show signs of growth elsewhere 
Fhat—will-.depend-—not-only-on -Mr 
Diefenbaker’s high persona) qualities 
but on his policies. 

What actual policies does the 
Conservative Party stand for today 
after a long period of confusion?, We 
hope the forthcoming party conven- 
tion will re-define those policies, that 
Mr. Diefenbaker or some other leader 
will articulate them clearly and that, 
for the first. time in many years, the 
Canadian people will have two. real 
alternatives before them next June

tected a significant note in the 
current Security Council discussion 
of the Suez problem. 


The Egyptian case was presented, 
according to the news reports, in a 
lengthy but vague way. No clear- 
cut basis for talks was’ provided, al- 
though the Egyptian representative 
made it*plain that President Nasser 
was “willing to negotiate.” 

By all the “rules” of diplomatic 
usage, such a presentation was an 
open invitation to make an offer 
Optimistically interpreted, it could 
even mean that Egypt was getting 
ready to shift its' position regarding 
internationalization of the cana] and 
would consider any reasonable propo- 
sition. 

But the Russian statement to the 
Council was much stronger. . Mr. 
Shepilov, the Soviet delegate, was 
free with charges of British and 
French “colonialism,” and harshly 
demanded that the West reconsider 
a plan that has already been turned 
down. 


It seemed clear that the man 
from Moscow was taking a much 


more determined stand than the | 
Egyptians, although ostensibly it is | 
the Egyptians who are fighting for 
their own interests. 

Was this a glimpse of the real 
motivation behind the whole Suez 
question—the overnight coup by 
which Egypt seized and nationalized 
ownership of the waterway, and the 
continuing insistence that only Egypt 
shall have control of its operation? 
Could Egypt be paying for commu- 
nist armS with more than its cotton 
crop—with nothing less, indeed, than 
service as a cat's paw in Russia's 
much wider game? 

The United Nations talks, if they 
achieve no solution, will do much if 
they expose such a situation, granted 
that it does exist. It would be no 
new thing to find the U.S.S.R. oper- 
ating in international politics from 
behind the shield of an underling 
used to hide its real intentions. 

If*such should prove torrect in 
this case, President Nasser would 
find that he had played a very dan- 
gerous game, one from which he 
would not be able to withdraw until 
he had served his final, tragic

She founded 
her order of cloistered nuns 
about the same time Saint 
Francis started his Franciscan 
friars, mendicants, who today 
span the world, 


LITTLE KNOWN 

Few residents of Oak Bay 
know the cloistered nuns 
exist; those who do know 
from among Oak Bay’s 5 per 
cent Roman Catholic popula- 
tion know next to nothing 
about the order. 

Their lives are like living in 
the future before coming. to 
it, bespeaking an gbedience to 
the will of God to a point

Children in the Dark

Many a parent wonders what to do when 
a child gets afraid of the dark, and perhaps 
starts screaming in the middle of the night. 
Thousantis of children refuse to go into a dark 
room. Some parents feel that they must not 
give In to this sort of thing, 
and as a result are extreme- p 
ly crue] to the poor child. 

I know, becattse I went 

thréugtr this “myself when 

I was between the ages of 

four and seven. I suffered 

tortures from having to 

sleep in a dark room at 

some distance from the 

room of my parents. Some- 

times, when the wind 

rubbed a bush against ‘the Dr. Alvarez 
side of the house, or a rat scuttled under the 
floor, or the wind ruffled up papers on a 
table, I couldn't stand it any more and would 
start screaming for my father. 

Today I bless him in kindly memory be- 
cause he always came running quickly to 
comfort me. He would turn on the light and 
show me that there was nothing to be afraid 
of. He wbuld have beer even kinder if he 
had left a small night light in my room- just 
bright enough to let me see when I waked 
that there was nothing around to be afraid of. 

One can buy little night lights that will go 
into a base plug. That there is need for such 
lights is shown by the fact that in every 
Pullman bedroom there is a faint bluish light 
for those adults who still cannot sleep in a 
completely dark room 

In most cases, as he grows up, the child 
will get over his fears, and will be able to 
sleep in the dark. 

MOVIES OFFEND 

One of the worst offenders against chil- 
dren today is the maker of animated movies. 
I remember once seeing a picture in which 
poor Mickey Mouse got into a dark basement, 
and out from corners and cupboards hopped 
all sorts of horrible goblins and ghosts and 
demons which scared poor Mickey half to 
death. I am sure that one day, when I was 
a small child going through a dark basement, 
a servant must have jumpéd out at me be- 
cause ever since I have had a horror of. dark 
basements, and my commonest nightmare 
has always been one in which, as I am going 
through a dark basement, I brush up against 
something standing there.

Another véry bad thing we do to children 
is to fill them with the idea of ghosts and 
bogie-men. I’m pretty sure that, when I was 
a child, servants filled me with these ideas 
which later caused me endless distress. I 
imagine that if I had never heard of ghosts 
I would have remained without fear of the 
dark. Fortunately, after I was perhaps eight 
years of age, I lost my fear of a dark bedroom 
and had no further trouble. 

Again, I would say that I think all parents 
ought to be kind.to the. child who, for a 
while, fears the dark. It certainly is terribly 
cruel to deny him a little light in his room. 
Often his door can be left open into the hall, 
and a small light can be left burning there. 
A child should never be punished for becom- 
ing frightened in the night. He will greatly 
love his parents if they are sympathetic and 
kind; and if, when he screams in terror, they 
come quickly running to his help. Only those 
who can remember the fears of their early 
childhood.can realize how terrible they can be. 
ARE ALCOHOLICS EVER CURED? 

Some ex-alcoholics have complained to me, 
saying that in a recént column I should not 
have spoken of a “cured alcoholic.” They 
maintained that an alcoholic is never cured 
to the extent that he will never again be 
tempted strongly to drink. 

From my experience I would agree that 
any person who has once used any drug, such 
as alcohol or morphine or tobacco, is likely 
some day to slip back. This is true. But I 
have known many men and women who, once 
having drunk heavily, stopped, and for the 
rest of their days, or for the many years in 
which I knew them, remained “on the wagon.” 

Hence it is that I would not be as pessimis- 
tic as some of my correspondents have been. 
I am particularly hopeful about the man who, 
perhaps in the Army, got to drinking a pint 
of whiskey every night. Finally, after a few 
years of this, he said to himself, “There is 
no sense to this, and I am fed up with it.” 
He quit and never went back. The fellow 
who often remains in great danger after 
going on the wagon is the dipsomaniac or 
“lost week-ender.”

Records Fall

BROOKLYN (UP) — Yogi 

Berra broke Dodger hearts with 
a pair of $100,000 homers and 
young Johnny Kucks ‘broke 
their backs with three-hit pitch- 
ing today to crush Brooklyn, 
90, and give the New York 
Yankees their seventh world 
championship in 10 years. 

The Yankees, turning on all 
their long-famed power in this 
seventh and final game of the 
annual classic, made it a maul- 
ing mardigras before 33,782 
Ebbets Field fans as Berra’s 
two-run pair, one by Elston 
Howard and a grand-slammer 
by burly Moose Skowron pro- 
vided an all-time record of 12 
homers for the series. 

Berra’s blasts in the first and 
third innings gave him 10 runs 


batted in to break the immortal 7 
Lou Gehrig's 28-year-old record § 


for the series and set up big 
Don Newcombe for another trip 
down heart-break highway. 
Newcombe, four times pre 
viously a failure against the 
Yanks, was kayoeq again by 
Howard's blast, leading off the 
fourth — and the 23-yearold 
Kucks took it from there with 
the added comfort of Skowron’s 
big wallop in the seventh. 


Humiliating Loss 


Kucks, the “sinker-ball baby” 
of the Yankee pitching staff, 
finished it up with a fantastic 
flair as he handed the Dodgers 
the most humiliating seventh- 
game series defeat since the St. 
Louis Cardinals beat the Detroit 
Tigers, 11-0, in the 1934 finale. 

He had only six base runners 
back of him this blue-skied day 
on three hits and three walks, 
and he scored his only strikeout 
against the final man—Jackie 
Robinson, whose hit had won 
Tuesday's squaring sixth game. 

That meant, on the heels of 
Don Larsen’s history - making 
perfect game in the fifth con- 
test, that Yankee pitchers had 
given Brooklyn only one run 
and seven hits over the last 28 
innings to provide Casey 
Stengel with this sixth world 
championship in eight years. 

And, once again it was grim 
defeat for Newcombe, beaten 
twice by these Yankees in 1949,

—Italian police burst into a 


schoolhouse today and freed 
|95 children and four teachers 
|held prisoner for hours by 
jtwo berserk brothers who 


opened fire in the final min- 
utes of the siege, killing one 
Both brothers were 
wounded. 

The childrey, between six and 
10 years old, had been held at 
gunpoint for six hours by Ar 
turo and Osvaldo Sampato, who 
demanded 2,000,000 lire ($380,- 
000) to release them. 

A full battalion of national 
police attacked the building 
after the ¢ rector of an asylum 
for the criminally insane from 
which one brother recently was 
released warned that the youth 
was growing more maniacal by 
the moment. 

The brothers had threatened 
to blow up the children with 
dynamite c- scar them with acid 
unless given the money, 

Italian police, long prevented 
from shooting by the brothers’ 
use of the girl teachers as 
shields, ‘firially went in with 
guns blazing. 

They wounded both Arturo, 
the madman, and Osvaldo, the 
younger’ brother whom police 
described as a near-moron un- 
der Arturo’s domination. 

Near-hysterical parents tried 
to lynch the pair when, mana- 
cled, they were brought into a 
courtyard otitside the two-storey 
school. Police fought back the 
crowd and took them away. 

Many of the children were 
bound hand and foot. 

Heroine of the rescue was 
Miss Paolo del Caratore, a 
teacher. She attacked the 
younger brother with her bare 


hands. She wrenched away his © 


knife and.stabbed him in the 
head. It was then Arturo, the 
older brother, grappled with 
her and police were able to 
close in without the children 
being endangered. 

Arturo pumped two bullets 
at his own sister just before 
the police assault. She had been 
trying to persuade him to give 
up. 

The brothers shot one man
